On May 1, 2006 at approximately 0410 hours, Серие 20 Galvan were 
patrolling north on Inglewood Avenue, approaching Lennox Boulevard, when they 
observed two male Hispanics, who appeared to be Lennox 13 gang members, 
walking on the east sidewalk in front of ШЕШ nglewood Avenue (El Centenario 
Bar). 


The deputies stopped their marked patrol car to contact the suspects, and the 
suspects immediately separated with Suspect ШШШ walking across the driveway at 
the location and Suspect going east between the buildings at and 
ШЕШ Inglewood Avenue. Suspect ШЙ discarded a bindle of narcotics and was 
immediately detained and handcuffed by Deputy Galvan. Deputy [remained 
10 - 15 feet from Deputy Galvan and watched Suspect climb over a wrought 
iron gate between the buildings. It appeared that Suspect lll got caught on 
some razor wire at the top of the gate. Deputy Galvan quickly placed Suspect 

in the nearby patrol car. Deputy [directed Deputy Galvan to bring a TASER 
from the car. 


Suspect [EJ freed himself from the wire and dropped to the ground beyond the 
gate. Deputy Galvan ordered him to stop and show his hands. Suspect ШЕЕ 
produced a handgun, pointed it in сершу direction, and fired one shot at 
him. Deputy MM fired three rounds at Suspect Vasquez from approximately 15 - 
20 feet away. Suspect [then fled south behind II nglewood Avenue, 
which is a single residence. 


Deputy EJ communicated the suspect's path of flight to Deputy Galvan. Deputy 
Galvan ran to the south side of the residence and saw the suspect fleeing south on 
the driveway. The suspect pointed his handgun at Deputy Galvan, and Deputy 
Galvan fired three shots at the suspect from an estimated distance of 30 feet. The 
suspect disappeared from sight, and was later found hiding at the rear of

Inglewood Avenue, within the containment established by assisting deputies. 
Suspect [J was located and bitten on the lower right leg by SEB Canine 
Deputy Stephen Casas’ dog Rex. 


The suspect’s weapon was not recovered. No deputies were injured. Suspect 
vcs transported to Centinela Hospital and treated for the dog bite wound to 
his leg. 


On January 11, 2007 the Executive Force Review Committee convened and 
conducted a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that 
were evaluated by the committee were: MMP §§ 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3- 
01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; 
and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. 


Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MMP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined 
that the force used by the deputies was reasonable and necessary and in 
compliance with Department policy. 


MMP § 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by Deputies [J and Galvan in this incident were within 
Department Policy.

INCIDENT: On Monday, May 1, 2006, at approximately 0600 hours, Sergeants 
Gregory Key, Roger Silos and Lieutenant Stacy Lee of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
responded to Lennox Boulevard and Inglewood Avenue, Lennox, regarding a Deputy 
Involved No Hit Shooting involving two deputies assigned to Lennox Station. 


The summary of this incident is based on information obtained from interviews of the 
involved employees by Lennox O.S.S. Investigators, as well as Internal Affairs Bureau 
interviews of the deputies, and reports prepared by the deputies. 


On May 1, 2006, at approximately 0400 hours, Deputies — с. 

Galvez were working uniformed patrol, in a black and white patrol car (| 

They were driving north on Inglewood Avenue, approaching Lennox Boulevard, when 

they saw two male Hispanics, who appeared to be Lennox 13 gang members, walking 


South on the east sidewalk in front of {Inglewood Avenue (Е! Centenario Bar). 


The deputies stopped their patrol car to contact the suspects, and the suspects 
immediately separated. Suspect [started walking across the driveway at the 
location and Suspect Bacio started going east between the buildings at and 
ШИШ осоо Avenue. Suspect С согоес a bindle of narcotics (later 
determined to be methamphetamine) and was immediately detained and handcuffed by 
Deputy Galvez. 


Deputy [J remained in close proximity of his partner Deputy Galvez (10-15 feet) 
and watched Suspect Bacio attempt to climb over a wrought iron gate between the 
buildings. 


COMPLETED BY: Sergeant Jack Ramirez, Internal Affairs Bureau 
DATE: November 2, 2006 


Suspect Bacio became entangled on the top of the gate which had razor wire attached. 
Deputy Galvez placed Suspect Min the back seat of their patrol car, and Deputy 
directed him to bring the Taser from the patrol car. 


Suspect Bacio freed himself from the razor wire and dropped to the ground (landing on 
his head and back) beyond the locked gate. Suspect Bacio began crawling away 
towards the rear of the location, exceeding the useful distance of the Taser. Deputy 
dered him to stop and show his hands, Suspect Bacio stood up by bracing 
himself against the residence (Ш 'по!емооа Avenue). As Suspect Bacio stood up, 
“he turned to his left and pointed a handgun (which he was holding in his right hand) in 
the direction of Deputies [IJ and Galvez and fired one shot. 


Deputy ШЕИ returned fire (four shots), and Suspect Bacio fled south behind ШИ 
Inglewood Avenue, which is a single residence. Deputy HE communicated the 
suspect's path of flight to Deputy Galvez, who ran to the south side of the residence. 
Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Bacio running westbound down the driveway toward his 
direction. Suspect Bacio pointed his handgun at Deputy Galvez, and he (Deputy 
Galvez) fired three shots at Suspect Bacio, fearing he was going to be shot by Suspect 
Bacio. Suspect Bacio disappeared from sight, and a containment was established by 
assisting units. Suspect Bacio was found to the rear of IEEE nglewood Avenue, by 
Sheriff's K-9 unit Rex. 


Suspect Bacio's weapon was not recovered from the location. Suspect Bacio was 
transported to Centinella Hospital and treated for a dog bite and a laceration to the top 
of his head.

INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy BEBE E. was interviewed by O.S.S. investigators on 
May 1, 2006, and by Internal Affairs Bureau on October 11, 2006. These interviews are 
summarized as follows: 


Deputy} land his partner Deputy Galvez were on routine patrol, driving a black 
and white patrol vehicle (iS. Deputy Iwas the driver and Deputy 
Galvez was the passenger. They were driving northbound on Inglewood Avenue, 
approaching Lennox Boulevard, in the unincorporated area of Lennox. 


Deputy [noticed Suspect Bacio and Suspect [walking southbound on the 
east sidewalk of Inglewood Avenue directly in front of the El Centenario bar (EES. 
Inglewood Avenue), which was closed. At that point, the suspects were approximately 
four car lengths away from their position. The area surrounding the bar was well lit and 
the lighting was further enhanced by the headlights of their patrol vehicle. 


Deputy [stated the El Centenario Bar is frequented by Lennox 13 gang 
members. He has responded to the location on numerous occasions due to murders 
and shootings. He also said he has arrested Lennox 13 gang members previously for 
narcotic and firearms related offenses at the bar as well. 


While they were still in their vehicle, Deputy said he told Deputy Galvez they 
were going to stop the two suspects. Deputy told Geputy Galvez to detain 
Suspect ШШ 270 he (deputy [IB would detain Suspect Bacio (based on their 
suspicious activity i.e., suspects stopped in front of the bar and huddled together for a 
few seconds (as if they were formulating a plan). 
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Deputy stated he stopped his patrol car next to the suspects in order to initiate 
a pedestrian stop. As both suspects looked in the direction of the deputies, they 
suddenly separated. Suspect Bacio was closest to the street while walking on the 
sidewalk, and Suspect fll was on Suspect Bacio's left side. 


As Deputy {J exited his vehicle, Suspect Bacio stopped and Suspect IE 
continued walking southbound. Deputy [said he saw suspect lean 
forward (as he is still walking) and suddenly make a tossing motion with his right hand. 
He saw Suspect {toss something (he thought it was possibly a weapon or 
narcotics) toward a white pick-up truck parked in front of ШЙ Inglewood Avenue 
(residence). Deputy Ш turned to deputy Galvez and told him, “Watch him 

he just tossed something.” Deputy [EE said Suspect Bacio began walking quickly 
east down a corridor on the north side of to the residence at S. Inglewood 
Avenue and then ran to a fence, which he attempted to climb over. 


Deputy IJ stepped north to maintain visual contact with Suspect Bacio. Deputy 
EN stopped approximately ten feet away from Suspect Bacio, while he waited for 
his partner, Deputy Galvez, who was within his eyesight, to secure Suspect Ш (who 
was face down on the sidewalk) in the backseat of their patrol vehicle. As Suspect 
Bacio attempted to jump the fence, his clothing became entangled (left pant leg and left 
hand) at the top of the fence, which had razor wire on it. 


Once Suspect Ш was secure in the backseat of their patro! vehicle, Deputy MM 
told Deputy Galvez to remove the Taser from their patrol vehicle, which he did. As 
Deputy Galvez approached within approximately five feet of Deputy EE Suspect 
Bacio freed himself from the razor wire and fell head first onto the concrete ground, 
directly below the fence, landing approximately four to five feet away from it on the 
opposite side. Deputies ШШ and Galvez approached the gate, stopping 
approximately two to three feet away, and watched as Suspect Bacio, who appeared 
dazed, let out a groan and rolled to his stomach. 


Deputy I stated it was very dark down the corridor where this incident occurred; 
however, with the aid of his flashlight he could clearly see Suspect Bacio, who quickly 
began crawling away. As Suspect Bacio crawled approximately twenty to thirty feet 
away from the deputies, he used the wall of the residence as support to get onto his 
feet. During this entire time Deputy [J stated he was giving verbal commands for 
Suspect Bacio to stop, raise his hands, and lay down on the ground; however, Suspect 
Bacio ignored these commands and began running away from them. Deputy 

initiated radio traffic to broadcast what was occurring when he saw Suspect Bacio place 
his right hand into his right pocket, while his back was still facing them. 
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i 


Deputy J again ordered Suspect Bacio to display his hands several times; 
however, Suspect Bacio refused and quickly turned toward his left, facing Deputy 
EN ono Calvez at the rear area of the corridor. Deputy J heard what he 
recognized as a gunshot and saw a muzzle flash in his direction from a handgun in the 
suspect's right hand. In order to defend himself, Deputy [EE discharged his duty 
weapon four times at Suspect Bacio as he and Deputy Galvez backed out of the 
corridor they were in and broadcasted, via his radio, what had occurred. 


Deputy И stated when Suspect Bacio shot at them, he was illuminating Suspect 
Bacio with his flashlight, but he turned it off as they retreated so as not to create a 
target for Suspect Bacio to fire at them a second time. 


Deputy 8 retreated behind the south facing wall of the El Centenario Bar (INN 
and maintained a position while Deputy Galvez took a position behind the north facing 
wall of the residence at ШШ 5. Inglewood Avenue. Deputy Ш о! Deputy 
Galvez to take a position at the south side of the residence in the event Suspect Bacio 
attempted to out flank them (this would allow Deputy Galvez cover). 


Approximately five to six seconds later, Deputy Ш saw Deputy Galvez discharge 
his duty issued firearm three times down the driveway located on the south side of the 
residence at Ш 5. Inglewood Avenue. After asking if he was alright, Deputy Galvez 
told Deputy that Suspect Bacio had circled around and pointed a handgun at 
him. Cu, Ж the distance between he and Deputy Galvez was 
approximately thirty feet. 


Both deputies maintained their positions while Deputy Ml coordinated assisting 
deputies via his radio, who responded and relieved them approximately five minutes 
later. After the situation was secure, Deputies Ш and Galvez walked over to 
where Deputy Ш had seen Suspect ШШ make the tossing motion and saw two 
bindles containing what appeared to be methamphetamine, They did not touch these 
items, which were left in place pending their collection by investigators. 


Both deputies were transported to Lennox Station approximately thirty minutes after the 
shooting where they remained until hearing on the radio that a possible suspect had 
been located. They were transported back to the scene where they both identified 
Suspect Bacio as being the suspect who had shot at them. Suspect Bacio was not 
wearing a shirt during the field show-up. During the shooting, Suspect Bacio had been 
wearing a white short sleeved football or basketball jersey, which had dark colored 
lettering or numbering on the front and back.

Deputy Gonzalo Galvez, И 


Deputy Galvez and Deputy ШШ vere traveling northbound on Inglewood Avenue, 
just north of Lennox Boulevard. Deputy [was driving and Deputy Galvez was 
riding in the front passenger seat. 


Deputy Galvez saw two male Hispanic adults walking southbound on the east sidewalk, 
in front of I Inglewood Avenue. One of the individuals was wearing a white jersey 
with blue or black numbers (later identified as Suspect Bacio) and the other person was 
wearing a black sweater (later identified as Suspect 


As the deputies approached the two individuals on the sidewalk, Suspect Ш threw 
two white baggies under a white truck that was parked at the location. Believing 
Suspect ШШШ just tossed narcotics, Deputy BREE stopped their car and both 
deputies exited. Deputy Galvez ordered both persons to put their hands in the air. 
Suspect M complied. Suspect Bacio just stared at Deputy Galvez for a few 
moments and then ran away eastbound between the El Centanario Bar (| 

Inglewood Avenue) and the house at Inglewood Avenue. 


m n his pistol at Suspect Bacio and ordered him to stop. Deputy 
kept visual contact with Suspect Bacio who ran eastbound between the 
Structures. He saw suspect Bacio get stuck on top of the gate which had razor wire, 
Deputy ШШ ordered Suspect Bacio to show him his hands. Deputy yelled 
back to Deputy Galvez to take Suspect ШШ into custody. Deputy Galvez ordered 
Suspect [Eto lay on the ground to which he complied. Deputy Galvez handcuffed 
him and placed him in the backseat of their radio car. 


Deputy И directed Deputy Galvez to bring the Taser from their patrol car. Deputy 
Galvez retrieved the Taser and brought it to where Deputy I was positioned. 
Suspect Bacio ripped his leg from the barbed wire and fell head first on the ground. 


As Deputy Galvez and Deputy [MJ approached the gate, Suspect Bacio was 
crawling away from the gate. The distance between the Deputies and Suspect Bacio 
was too great to effectively deploy the Taser. Suspect Bacio continued crawling 
eastbound toward the rear of the location. When he reached the rear of the building he 
stood up and tumed to his left. Suspect Bacio was holding a black hand gun with his 
right hand. He fired one shot at the Deputies. Deputy Galvez heard a loud noise that 
he recognized as a gun shot and he saw muzzle flash. 
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Deputy Galvez did not return fire because he had the Taser in his right hand, and could 
not reach his service pistol immediately. Deputy [fired several shots at the 
suspect (Deputy Galvez was directly to the right of deputy I. Both deputies 
backed toward the front of the building to get behind cover. He placed the Taser in his 
back pocket and unholstered his service pisiol. 


Deputy Galvez took a position at the north facing wall of the residence (EJ. Deputy 
told him to take a cover position on the south facing wall of the residence 
because suspect Bacio had jumped the north facing fence at (EJ and was going 
southbound ( in the event the suspect comes back around). Deputy Galvez said he 
had a visual of the driveway as he looked eastbound towards the rear of the location. 
Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Bacio come from behind the house and start running 
westbound towards him. Suspect Bacio and Deputy Galvez made eye contact. 


Suspect Bacio then raised his weapon and pointed it at Deputy Galvez. Deputy Galvez, 
fearing he was going to be shot, fired three shots at Suspect Bacio. Suspect Bacio fell 
backwards and then rolled back behind the house and took cover. Deputy 

broadcast via Sheriff's radio that he had been involved in a shooting and asked Lennox 
units for assistance. After assisting units arrived, Deputy Galvez and Deputy 

were relieved of their containment positions and were driven to Lennox Station. 


Some time later Deputy Galvez and Deputy EE were driven back to the scene to 
conduct a field show-up. Deputy Galvez saw Suspect Bacio being detained at the 
shooting scene. He immediately recognized the person being detained as the person 
who shot at him and Deputy 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
On Мау 1, 2006, Lennox O.S.S. Investigators interviewed Suspect's Bacio and IN 


Suspect Pedro Bacio said he had been using methamphetamine throughout the day. 
He recalled smoking methamphetamine up until approximately one or two hours before 
his arrest and said he smoked about $40.00 worth of methamphetamine. He met up 
with his friend (Suspect J. After meeting up, Suspect Bacio said he and Suspect 
EB went to the gas station at the comer of Century Boulevard and Inglewood 
Avenue to buy cigarettes. 


After hanging out there for a short time, they began walking south on Inglewood Avenue 
looking for a place to sleep for the night. As Suspect Bacio and Suspect | 9 
passing the El Centenario Ваг ШШЩ ngiewood Avenue), he saw a Sheriff's patro! car 
approaching from the south, on Inglewcod Avenue.

Suspect Bacio said when the Deputies (Deputy ШШ and Deputy Galvez) shined 
lights in their direction he became frightened because he had a methamphetamine pipe 
in his pocket and he was on probation. 


Suspect Bacio said he ran along the south side of the Е! Centenario Bar, where he tried 
to jump the gate between [and ШШШ Inglewood Avenue. He became entangled 
in the razor wire as he tried to climb the fence and hung there for a few moments. 
While hanging there, the deputies yelled at him to surrender. Suspect Bacio said he fell 
from the fence and landed on his head and back. 


After falling off the gate, Suspect Bacio ran to the rear property of El Centenario Bar, 
turned northbound, jumped the north fence to the rear of the property of 
Inglewood Avenue, where he hid in the work area at the rear of the building. 


Suspect Bacio said he hid there until he was bit by the Sheriff's K-9 dog and was taken 
into custody by deputies. Suspect Bacio denied running southbound and jumping into 
the rear property of lll nglewood Avenue, then running northbound to ШЙ 
Inglewood Avenue, where he ultimately hid prior to his capture. Suspect Bacio denied 
shooting at Deputy Ш an Deputy Galvez. 


He also denied possessing a gun and denied any knowledge that the deputies shot at 
him. Suspect Bacio said if the deputies had shot at him, he would have stopped 
immediately. 


Suspect BEBE said earlier he had been hanging out with a girl named — 
BR who lives 1 „ЖУ between ЕНИ: 

Suspect [S house and began walking southbound on 
Inglewood Avenue toward 104" Street. As he arrived at Inglewood Avenue and 104” 
Street, he saw Suspect Bacio, who he recognized from previous occasions. Suspect 
O m he and Suspect Bacio joined and continued walking south on Inglewood 
Avenue, while smoking cigarettes. Suspect Bacio was walking on the sidewalk closest 
to the street. 


As they passed the El Centenario Bar, the deputies stopped their car. As both deputies 
exited their patrol car with their guns drawn, he heard the deputies yell, “get your hands 
up and get down", and he complied. Suspect Bacio, however, immediately turned and 
began running eastbound on the walk-way between the El Centenario Bar and the 
residence to thellof the Bar. Both deputies ran to the comer of the building 
attempting to contact Suspect Bacio. One of the deputies (Deputy Gaivez) then 
returned to his location, handcuffed him and began escorting him to the patrol car. As 
Deputy Galvez placed him in the back seat of the patrol car, he heard five to six gun 
shots. He saw Deputy ЩИ firing his weapon down the walk-way between the bar 
and the residence. 
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He said Deputy Galvez closed the patrol car door and immediately responded to assist 
Deputy ИШ Deputy Galvez then ran to the south side of the residence and 
appeared to be looking down the driveway. He could hear conversation between the 
two deputies, but was unable to understand the conversation, due to the windows being 
rolled up. He also noticed additional deputies as they arrived on scene. 


Suspect Ш ce niea possessing or tossing any narcotics and denied knowing 
whether Suspect Bacio had a gun. Suspect ШШ a2cmitted to snorting speed at 

house earlier. He admitted to being a member of the Lennox 13 street gang 
for the last two years.
